We make a rough classification of sane and insane when 


•we put some people in asylums and allow others to remain at 
libertv ; but so crude is the legal machinery for such division 
th«t often people at liberty are far less balanced and capable 
ef looking after themselves and performing their part in society 
tftan others confined as lunatics. 


In criminology it is especially desirable to distinguish care- 
. in order to determine moral responsibility as well as men- 
. 
tal competence. If the prisoner is intelligent and knows exactly 
what he is doing, naturally he should have a different kind of 
treatment from the offender incapable of knowing the rightness 
or wrongness of his action. 
"Sane" and "insane" are opposite terms, like black and 


white. Yet the law which in the latter case would recognize at 
feast a third possibility, gray, between the two extremes, and 
yowibly several shades of gray, refuses to recognize varying 
dtprees Of mental responsibility. 
Criminal justice, so far, is 


absurdly imperfect and inadequate.

luck guy of this region, is a patient

A decision of the 
Superior Court 


given ty Judge John J. 
Henderson 


last week, settles the matter until 
the present laws of the state 
are 


changed. E M. Thompson, a farmer 
of Indiana county, appealed to 
the 


higher court. It was contended that 
under the Act of April 29, 1844 farm- 
ers are specifically exempt from be- 
ing assessed an occupation tax In- 
diana county in claiming they had 
compiled with the law, attempting to 
maintain 
that the 
law referred to 


was void because it created an ex- 
empted class of citizens. Judge Hen- 
derson poms out that "it 
is within 


the ppwer of the state to provide a 
classification of subjects of taxation 
There is no constitutional 
require- 


ment tha,t all property be taxed." 


"Section 1 of Article 9 of the Con- 


stitution only requires that all taxes 
shall be uniform upon the same clas« 
of subjects. It is within the capacity 
of the Legislature to impose or with- 
hold a tax on money at interest or 
on carriages or watches or any other 
subject. A tax could not be imposed 
on the money at interest of one per- 
son and another person be exempt 
from the same tax—such tax must be'. 
laid on all tax payers alike. That h 
the uniformity which 
the constitu- 


tion imposes but that there should be 
an exact uniformity as to subjects or 
taxation has not been required, and 
perhaps could not 
be accomplished. 


Corporations are not subject to the 
the same system of taxtion as indi- 
viduals, but it does not follow that 
the difference creates an 
unconsti- 


tutional discrimination. 
Both in this 


State and under the Federal Consti- 
tution it has been held that classi- 
fication for purposes of taxation is 
not unconstitutional and that the re- 
quirement or uniformity is met if the 
law operates uniformly on each class 


"Farmers are not wage earners; 


-they do not receive salaries; they 
•have no offices; their business is not 
a profession or trade; their labor is 
appjied to the Soil and may be profit- 
able or'otherwise depending on- the 
state of the weather, the prevalence 
of blight and many other contingen- 
cies controlling the chances of profit. 
The land on which they labor is taxed 
as is the increase of their herds, and 
the Legislatare evidently had these

•we put some people in asylums and allow others to remain at 
libertv ; but so crude is the legal machinery for such division 
th«t often people at liberty are far less balanced and capable 
ef looking after themselves and performing their part in society 
tftan others confined as lunatics. 


In criminology it is especially desirable to distinguish care- 
. in order to determine moral responsibility as well as men- 
. 
tal competence. If the prisoner is intelligent and knows exactly 
what he is doing, naturally he should have a different kind of 
treatment from the offender incapable of knowing the rightness 
or wrongness of his action. 
"Sane" and "insane" are opposite terms, like black and 


white. Yet the law which in the latter case would recognize at 
feast a third possibility, gray, between the two extremes, and 
yowibly several shades of gray, refuses to recognize varying 
dtprees Of mental responsibility. 
Criminal justice, so far, is 


absurdly imperfect and inadequate.

A decision of the 
Superior Court 


given ty Judge John J. 
Henderson 


last week, settles the matter until 
the present laws of the state 
are 


changed. E M. Thompson, a farmer 
of Indiana county, appealed to 
the 


higher court. It was contended that 
under the Act of April 29, 1844 farm- 
ers are specifically exempt from be- 
ing assessed an occupation tax In- 
diana county in claiming they had 
compiled with the law, attempting to 
maintain 
that the 
law referred to 


was void because it created an ex- 
empted class of citizens. Judge Hen- 
derson poms out that "it 
is within 


the ppwer of the state to provide a 
classification of subjects of taxation 
There is no constitutional 
require- 


ment tha,t all property be taxed." 


"Section 1 of Article 9 of the Con- 


stitution only requires that all taxes 
shall be uniform upon the same clas« 
of subjects. It is within the capacity 
of the Legislature to impose or with- 
hold a tax on money at interest or 
on carriages or watches or any other 
subject. A tax could not be imposed 
on the money at interest of one per- 
son and another person be exempt 
from the same tax—such tax must be'. 
laid on all tax payers alike. That h 
the uniformity which 
the constitu- 


tion imposes but that there should be 
an exact uniformity as to subjects or 
taxation has not been required, and 
perhaps could not 
be accomplished. 


Corporations are not subject to the 
the same system of taxtion as indi- 
viduals, but it does not follow that 
the difference creates an 
unconsti- 


tutional discrimination. 
Both in this 


State and under the Federal Consti- 
tution it has been held that classi- 
fication for purposes of taxation is 
not unconstitutional and that the re- 
quirement or uniformity is met if the 
law operates uniformly on each class 


"Farmers are not wage earners; 


-they do not receive salaries; they 
•have no offices; their business is not 
a profession or trade; their labor is 
appjied to the Soil and may be profit- 
able or'otherwise depending on- the 
state of the weather, the prevalence 
of blight and many other contingen- 
cies controlling the chances of profit. 
The land on which they labor is taxed 
as is the increase of their herds, and
